INDEBTED TO $13,000 


As a result of this failure, he was 
indebted to some poultry store- 
keepers to the extent of $13,000 and 
in connection with this he arranged 
to pay them by instalments at $150 
a month, , The. instalments were 
athi: being paid. 

In 1935 he embarked on another 
business venture by purchasing. 8 
launch and junk for cargo carrying 
between Koligmoon and Macao. 

That ‘also proved unsticcessful and 
as the result, of the il-luck that 
dogged his foolateps he found, him- 
self in a desperate position, in the 
second half of this year. He had 
a w'te,4wo children, an aged mo- 
ther and a alstet-in-iaw to support, 
and his position became so des- 
perate that he was unable to pay 
the rent for his cubicle, which, Was 
only $9, 

A COMPLETE OUTFIT 

It was in connection with this, 
that he was induced into. taking 
Possession of the moulds, but no 
harm .had been done, as na coun~ 
terfelt coins were manufactured. 

Mr, E. H, Willlams, Assistant At- 
torney-General, pointed out that 
the evidence of the Government 
Analyst showed that the mouids 
were.so compete that no other ar- 
ticle was needed for the manufac- 
ture of counterfeit coins.
